German Priest Freed By Russians 
Tells Of Ten-Year Ordeal In USSR 


Rerlin—(NC)—A German priest 
recently freed from a Soviet pris- 
on has entered a hospital here to 
recuperate from his ten-year or- 
deal in the Soviet Union. 


Mser. Aloysius Marquardt, 65 
year old former Vicar General of 
Warmia, told here how’ an invita- 
tion to visit Moscow for ten days 


for ‘short talks’ with Soviet offi- 
cials turned into a ten-year night- 
mare of anxiety, torture, endless 
questionings and inhuman impris- 
onment that twice brought him to 
the edge of the grave. 

Monsignor Marquardt was acting 
head of the Ermland, East Prussia, 
(now Warmia) Diocese when he 
was invited by a Soviet general to 
fly to Moscow for a 
This was in August, 1945. The So- 
viet officer gave his word of honor 
that Monsignor Marquardt and 
Father Parchau, former secretary 
to the late Bishop Maximilian Kal- 
ler of Warmia, would be back in 
Berlin within ten days. 

The clergymen boarded a 
plane for Moscow. A Grey Sis- 
ter was not as confident as Mon- 
signor Marquardt about his 
quick return. She put a copy of 
the Bible and the Following of 
Christ in his bag.
